motor-cars are not the initials of the places whence 
they come. To insure identity of the cars, the Local 
Government Board have given each county council or 
county boroeg® a distinctive letter, or two letters, 
selected, without any apparent system, from the 
alphabet. Thus London is simply A., Liverpool is 
K., Birmingham O._ The county of Lancashiro is B., 
Hertfordshire is A.R., and so on. There are about 
112 distinctive marks, which would occupy two 
columns of P.1V’. to give in full. Without a list of 
the index marks, a man in the street might gucss in 
vain at the meaning of the letters on a passing car. 
The only clue given would be if the car contained 
either the letters G.,S., V.,1., or Z. If either of the 
first three, the car belongs to Scotland ; if the last 
two, to Ireland. For instance, G. is Glasgow, S.A. 
is Aberdeen, R.J. is Dublin City, IY. Louth. No 
English or Welsh cars contain any of these letters. 
The rezistration authority is cither the county or the 
borough council, according to whether the motorist 
lives in a county or atewn. ‘The person to whom to 
alidress applications is the Clerk to the County 
Council, or the Town Clerk. 


Srr:a writes: “Is it wrong to use two similar wor!s 


in the same sentence, even if they have anite 
different meanings? For instance, J read the other 
day that somebo.'y had taken ‘some ca pital phote- 
graphs of the French capital.’ Should this nave 
been differently expressed’? Yes, it 
should have been differently expressed. It is a fault 
of etyle to repeat words, whether their meanings 
are the same or different. A sentence should be 
composed so as to havo a pleasing effect on the 
ear. To repeat the same word twice, shortly in 
succession, is bad, because it irritates the ear. Tho 
writer should have said “excellent photographs of the 
French capital.” However, sometimes, this rule 
may be broken. If the repeated word has, in one 
ease, no proper alternative, then it is foolish not 
to use it. Again, sometimes the same word may 
be twice repeated for the sake of emphasis. For 
{nstance, the sentence “a friend in n is a friend 
{ndeed,” would lose its charm if it had been 
writton “a friend in need is a benefactor indced.”’ 
Yet a good many of our too pure writers would 
have done this thing.

something of the language, I read his articles with 
genuine pleasure, and marvel at tho rapidity with 
which he is acquiring one of the most difficult of 
European tongues. His description of the Head 
Post-office is a gem, and recalls vividly to my mind 
the exact state of things I saw there thirty years 
ago. So much for Russian progress. It is also 
delightful to see his proper spelling in comparison 
with the awful hash made by the daily Press. No 
corrupt Polish or German orthography such as 
Czar, Suwarrow, Wannowsky, or Dobroljubow, but 
the correct English ‘v’ and ‘y’ for the incorrect 
‘w’ and ‘j,’ letters that have no equivalent in 
Russian. hen he comes back he will be able to 
tell you that the termination ‘ski,’ which is a source 
of great fun to the humourists, is merely our Eng- 
lish ‘ish,’ or the Scandinavian ‘sk’—Danish, Dansk, 
Danski. The Russians can turn nearly every sub- 
etantive into an adjective by adding ‘aki,’ whereas 
we have to use the preposition ‘of’ when ‘ish’ is 
barred. Baron Kitchener Khartumski is Russian 
for Lord Kitchener of Khartoum. Buvorof- 
Halisky, and Muraviéf-Amurski are examples of 
Russian gencrals honoured like Lord Napier and 
Lord Kitchener. Our pronunciation of knout and 
ukase is utterly corrupt. These two words reached 
us vid Paris in the form of knouto and oukase. 
We dropped tho ‘e’ in the first, made the ‘k’ 
mute, and turned the French sound of ‘ou’ into 
‘ow’—nowt. The proper pronunciation § is 
k-noot. In ukase we dropped the ‘o,’ and tha un- 
educated promptly pronounced the word ‘yew- 
kays,’ instead of ‘oo-kahs.’ Ukaz is the proper 
way to spell it.”
